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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to applicant's amendments filed on April 30, 
2010. 

2. Claims 6-14 are pending. Claims 1-5 have been cancelled. Claim 11 has been 
amended. 

3. The rejection of Claims 11-14 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is withdrawn 
in view of applicant's amendments to claim 1 1 . 

4. Claims 6,7 and 9-13 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Schaverien (US 3,456,462) for the reasons set forth in the previous office action. 

5. Claims 8 and 14 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Schaverien (US 3,456,462) for the reasons set forth in the previous office action. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed regarding Schaverien (US 3,456,462) have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. The applicant argues that the "typical wash 
process" instantly claimed is specifically configured to achieve the benefits of the so- 
called Sinnersch cycle, and is operated in that the heating phase, mechanics phase and 
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post-wash phase last for a defined constant time from the beginning of switching on the 
heating device until the end of the post wash phase. Applicant further argues that 
Schaverien does not hint at the desirability of performing a washing process to achieve 
the benefits of a Sinnersch cycle which has a prescribed targeted sum for the factors of 
temperature, time, mechanics and chemistry and does not teach heating during the 
injection of detergent, operation of the agitator, and the draining of the metal sink. The 
examiner respectfully argues that the term Sinnersch cycle is not recited in the claims 
and arguments about such a cycle are moot. The examiner further argues that 
Schaverien clearly teach all the active claimed method steps of the instant claims 
(column 3, line 20 to column 4, line 15; claim 1) and nothing in the comprising language 
of the claims prohibits that the heating device be turned off after a prescribed 
temperature has been reached. In fact claim 11 specifically recites that the heating 
device is turned off when the temperature of the water reaches a pre-determined 
washing temperature. Therefore applicant's arguments that Schaverien does not teach 
heating during the injection of detergent, operation of the agitator, and the draining of 
the metal sink are not persuasive. Accordingly, the rejections are maintained.
